National board of trade has adopted 
the committee's report on banking 
litws. The plan provides that gold coin 
shall bo the standard money that tho 
United States notes be retired; that 
Xatoiial banks shall issue 
currency 


cqunl to bonds deposited;. that tax on 
circulation bo reduced and hanks be al- 
lowed to issue currency based on assnts 
under such national supervision as will 
make it safe and that banks of issue bo 
authorized with §20,000 capital iu 
towns of less than three thousand iu- 
liabitiiuts. 


The committee on monetary, unit 


and international coin, reported favor- 
ing a change of the coins of the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany, to 
correspond with the common unit of 
Franco, Spain and other European 
countries, which contains twenty-five 
trrains of gold, nine-tenths fine, equal 
in value to the five franc piece, and 
also recommend the passage of the bill 
now before congress for an interna- 
tioual coin.
